Washington, March 25.—The report of 


the naval board of inquiry into the 
Maine disaster was received in Wash- 
ington at 9.35 last night. The four naval 
officers who guarded it watch and watch 
since its departure from Key West were- 
hustled at once into a carriage toy an 
attache of the navy department and 
driven to the Ebbitt House. wViere they 
tried to catch a little much net dud sleep 
and at the same time withstand tin 
crowd of newspaper men who thronged 
the lobby In hope of securing a. s-iray bit 
of Information that had escaped numer- 
ous correspondents along the route.

He would like to see the Cubans obtain 


their Independence by purchase, and 
he intimated that he would be even will- 
Ing that they should agree to pay a 
•tated annuity to Spain, recognizing to 
this alight degree the suzerainty of the 
mother country, but he said at the same 
time that he recognized the difficulties 
In the way of this procedure because of 
the disinclination of the Spanish au- 
thorities to consider it. Still the visitors 
obtained the impression that he had con- 
cluded at least to make an effort in that 
direction. 
They are of the opinion that 


if this negotiation should fail the presi- 
dent would resort to intervention rather 
than to a recognition of either bellig- 
erent rights or the Independence of the 
island. 
They do not consider that the

Pike and Wayne counties in Ponnsj Ivanis

These shouts of wn 
tor are the natural homos of the small 
mouth black buss, and ex-Fish Coiumis 
sioncr Dennis assorts chut thu biiiiill mouth 
black bass that inhabit the various wutorr 
of this country como originally from thai 
group of Indlunn lakes. Nowhere else on 
the continent, except in a small hike neiu 
Glens Falls, N. Y., huvc theso fish been 
caught equal in slzo to thoso taken from 
those Indiana waters. The largest small 
mouth black bass on record was caught bj 
A. N. Cheney of Gluns Fulls in tho lake I 
mentioned.

Energetic Measures by the Military Au- 


thorities Decided on Yesterday. 


Washington, March 25.—The last day 


before the arrival of the report of the 
Maine court of inquiry was one of un- 
exampled activity in all official quar- 
ters. 
Advices came early that the 


Spanish torpedo flotilla, had sailed from 
the Canaries for Porto Rico, and from 
that moment the most energetic meas- 
ure* followed one another In constant 
Kuccension. 
The movement of this fleet 


had been watched with the keenest In- 
tereit, as It was felt to Involve serious 
possibilities which might compel the 
United States government to protest 
against tne action as of a hostile char- 
acter. 


Immediately on the receipt of official 


dispatches from one of our naval at- 
taches abroad, briefly announcing the 
sailing of the fleet, the fact waa made 
known to the president, and a conference 
waa held with Secretary Long and As- 
sistant Secretary Roosevelt. 
Th« ser- 


iousneaa of th« move was fully consid- 
ered, and the president was advised that 
naval 
strategists regarded It as «s- 


sentlal that this torpedo fleet should not 
be allowed to reach western waters. 
What conclusion was reached is not 
known. 


The flotilla announcement was fol 


lowed rapidly by important news. Th< 
first was this announcement by Seer*' 
tary Long, Indicating the placing of out 
squadron and fleet on a war footing: 
"Admiral Slcard hajs been granted leav« 
very much to the regret of the navy d«- 
partment and altogether on account oi 
his health. Captain Sampson has bees 
made commander of the fie«t at Key 
West; Captain Evans has been ordared 
to take command of th* battleship Iowa, 
The orders to tha.aquadron In tiamptoi. 
roads have not yet been Issued." Al-

Sup- 
erintendent Smith motioned to Miss 
Bradley to take the christening bottle, 
and then nodded to the men below.

in Kentucky from which Lincoln in his 
youth was wont to quench his thirst, 
Squarely against the sharp prow and 
Bald: "I christen thee Kentucky."
